Leland and Melvin Boree of 
Belle Glade lost their lives list 
Saturday afternoon when the; 
Íruck which they, were driving 
plunged fnto the. muddy waters 
of a roadside canal at Vinegar 
Bend near Belle Glade. The boys 
were on a trip to LaBelle’ with

The bodies were removed froni 
the canal and taķen to the Ever- 
glades Funeral home in Pahokee 
where. tiy were prepared for 
burial. Sunday, morning their 
bodies’ were taker to Green Cove 
Springs where burial was made 
in the Beulah cemetery. Surviv-| 
ors include am uncle, Hubie Bo- 
ree of Bella Glads; father, d. | 
M. Boree of Green Cove Springs; 
Leland's widow, Mrs: Emma Oli- 
wer Borec; two sisters, Estelle 
and Evelyn Boree, and a brother, 
Edward Boree, all of Green Cove 
Springs. ` -
